Some 1936 taxes will be IO or 
12% higher than last year, accord- 
j ing to the 1936 tax rate.

The recent fire at Palatine which 
destroyed the old Ost mill, has been 
productive of some real good. 
That fire to which the Arlington 
Heights fire departm ent was called 
to help out the Palatine boys set 
the firemen to thinking th at m ay­ 
be some of the old w ater mains 
should be equipped with hydrants 
with a pum per attachm ent so that 
additional w ater could be made 
available in case of a serious fire. 
There is a large num ber of six 
inch mains in both Palatine and 
Arlington Heights in the business 
districts and iii the older residence 
sections. 
The Arlington 
Heights fire de­ 
partm ent decided to conduct a test 
to see jiist what value a pum per 
would be in case of emergency. 
The test was made on a six inch 
main and it was found th at the w a­ 
ter pressure could be very greatly 
increased where the pum per could 
be used. In fact with the use of j 
the pum per the pressure M the 
nozzle could be doubled over w hat 
it was with simply the city pressure 
Many 
hydrants 
are 
equipped 
with pum per connections, but in 
m ost cases these hydrants are out 
in the sparsely settled subdivisions 
as pum per connections on hydrants 
were not in style when the older 
w ater mains were installed. 
But the test conducted by the 
A rlington firemen has proved so 
conclusively the value of the hy­ 
drants on which the pum per can be 
used th at it is entirely probable 
th at some of the pum per attach ­ 
ment hydrants will be installed in 
the business district in place of the 
old type hydrant. 
So anyway the big fire had an 
educational value and was good for 
something.

The Arlington Heights village 
board after spending many hours 
discussing the financial needs of the 
m unicipality for the coming year, 
completed 
their

night. The appropriation ordinance 
was passed and is published in this 
issue. 
It shows a total increase over 
1936 of $16,510.00. This is largely 
due to new fire fighting equipm ent 
and 
increased 
police 
protection 
which is planned for the coming 
year. 
An item of $8,000 for a new* fire 
truck explains nearly one half of 
the big increase. 
The appropriation for police sal­ 
aries shows $8,009 in tnis year’s 
budget as against $4,500 last year. 
Increases in the salaries of the 
force at the treasu rer’s office and 
of the street commissioner account 
for« a small fraction of the total 
boost while a $1,000 increase is 
made in the 
appropriation 
for 
sewer and w ater main extensions. 
There are other small differences 
in the present ordinance and th at 
which was passed a year ago, but 
by fa r the largest items in the 
$16,510 increase is caused by the 
addition of adequate and improved 
fire and police protection for Which 
there has been considerable ag ita­ 
tion for some time.
